Garden Wolks.—In Blarling to lay out 


and put to righl.i n new p!ac», either iu Ihe 
town or couutry, on« of Ihe lit/it slaps lo be 
taken is to plun for serviceable jjanlen 
walks. 
ThefiO should be conslructcd iu such 


a way llml they aro always freo from irvml of 
Blaguant water no matter bow much rain 
may fall in a given time, or what the condi- 
tion of tho weather may be- at any season of 
tho year. To atlnin theao ends, thorough 
drainage is imperative. The cheapest and 
best way lo do this is lo dig out tho soil llie 
width of tho walk, anil to a depth of about 
two and » half foot. 
At this depth begin by 


laying n foundation layer of large stones, 
fitted closely together. A second layer, 
smaller in size, should follow the first, and 
so on,having each succeeding layer of Bloue-s 
smaller in size than the precedinR one, until 
Ilia space is filial nearly level with tho sur- 
rounding surface. 
A top coating of coarse 


cinders, and theso covered vrilli afew inches 
iu depth, of gravel and fmo sand, will com- 
plete the job, and will give n substantial 
\valk,that will always bo dry under foot. 
It 


will iniprovo the walk and tho nppearancoat 
the same time, if tho clinkers and tha eand 
on th« lop are rolled down firmly ; .and in 
the course of a week or two, when tho ma- 
terial settles, it may bo found necessary to 
add somo moro gravel and Kind, to evcu tho 
surface.

ground, and then may be sown thickly tho 
following list of grasses: Kentncky blue 
grass (Poa pratensis), red top grass (Agrostis 
volgaris), sweet scented vernal (Anthoian- 
thnm odoratnm), and creeping bentgrasa 
(Agrostis siolonifera). 
These should b« 


mired in about equal parts, and sowed 
broadcast and rak«d in with common wooden 
rakes. Atthosenw timo of sowing these, 
sow with them a email quantity of Ii«d 
Clover a«ed, and scatter somo common oats 
over the ground ; then roll the. surface nnd 
remove any stones or other obstructions. 
The oata will germinal* in a week or ten 
days, and if kept cut back will keep tho sur- 
face green tho early part of tho first Sum- 
mer. The red clover will take its plnce in 
tho Fall, and will keep the lawn green and 
fresh looking, until tho grass «eed takes 
root and begins to tiller.
